Barto was descended 
from French Huguenots who set 
tled in Flushing in 1665 and the 
family has taken part in every wat 
of the Republic since and including 
the Revolution. His grandfather 
was in the Revolutionary War; his 
father in the War of 1812; his elder 
brothers in the Civil, Mexican, and 
Boxer wars; two of his sons were 
in World War I, and he had eight 
grandsons in World War II 

John A. K. Barto was born in 
Jamaica, L. L., in 1861, and like his 
father had thirteen children. He 
spent 25 years of his life on the 
L.IL.R.R., most of the time as con 
ductor where the writer met and 
worked with him and his brothe 
Elkanah who was also a conductor. 
In 1908 we were living near the 
Barto family in Jamaica and often 
associated with them. While run- 
ning Oyster Bay trains Barto often 
carried Theodore Roosevelt as a 
passenger and had many a talk 
with him. 

Barto left the railroad in 1910 to 
tecome a highway foreman for the 
Borough of Queens. He was retired

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[ighthouses of Nassau (County 


HERE are four light- 
houses in Nassau Coun- 
ty and, of course many light 
buoys and unattended shore 
lights. All the lighthouses 
were established prior to 
1898 when the county was 
erected. 

These lighthouses are all on 
Long Island Sound. The 
Sound was always and still 
is an important waterway to 
and from New York City. Be- 
fore the railroads there were 
many steamboats and other 
vessels running daily on the 
Sound to and from New York 
City. 

Sands Point Lighthouse, 
the oldest in Nassau County 
was built by Noah Mason of 
New London at a cost of 
$8,500. Construction was 
started in 1806 and the light 
began operation in November 
1809. It was built of brown 
stone blocks cut to a large 
size, octagonal in shape and 
four feet thick at the base. It 
is eighty feet high from the 
ground to the lantern room 
which is reached by a heavily 
constructed iron spiral stair- 
way, lighted by four windows 
facing south. 

The manner in which this 
lighthouse came into being, 
according to records in the 
archives of the old towns ot 
North and South Hempstead 
was as follows: As long ago 
as 1790, Samuel L. Mitchell 
was so strongly convinced 
that a lighthouse ought to be 
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built on Sands Point that he 
and Samuel Wood surveyed it 
by chain and compass that 
year. 

In 1805, during an excur- 
sion on board the Revenue 
Cutter Active, commanded by 
Captain Caleb Brewster, the 
expedience of such a light- 
house became the subject of 
conversation and on that ves- 
sel were the memorials writ- 
ten by Dr. Mitchell which

were circulated among coast- 
ers, pilots and navigators for 
subscriptions. 

All the petitions were for- 
warded to Congress during 
the winter of 1805 and the 
gentleman, then a Senator of

the United States, brought in 
a bill for the erection and 
endowment of a light house 
on Cow Neck. 

It passed into law on Jan- 
uary 26, 1806. Shortly after 
the State of New Fork ceded 
jurisdiction, Governor Tomp- 
kins purchased five acres of 
land for the purpose from 
Keniamin Hewlett. David 
Gelston, Esq., collector of the 
Port of New York, issued 


proposals for the construction 
of the building. They were

accepted by Mr. Mason of 
New London and carried on 
with so much dispatch that 
the lantern was ready for the 
reception of oil before the end 
of November 1809. 

There was a grand civic 
festival at the place which the 
members of the most respect- 
able families in the neighbor- 
hood attended. Samuel S. 
Mitchell as founder was hon- 
ored with an invitation to 
meet his fellow citizens and 
thereon was held one of the 
happiest occasions that had 
occurred within the recollec- 
tion of the numerous company 
assembled. 

The lightkeeper’s house ad- 
joining was built in 1868 and 
is of brick, two and one-half 
stories high, containing eight 
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large well-lighted rooms, and 
connected with the light tow- 
er by an enclosed passageway. 

The characters of the light 
were originally white, one- 
minute flashes but this was 
later changed to fixed white, 
probably to avoid being mis- 
taken for Execution Light 
which was also white flash- 
ing. 

The Sands Point light was 
in continous operation for 113 
years but with the invention 
of compressed gas the Light- 
house Department in 1922 
built a steel tower on the 
outer end of the reef and in 
December of that year placed 
in operation an automatic 
green flashing light requiring 
attention only once or twice a 
year. 

When the old light was dis- 
continued the government 
removed the lantern and lan- 
tern-room from the tower and 
sold at auction the lighthouse 
and lightkeeper’s house to- 

_Zether with the property. A 
replica of the lantern room 
was later built at the top of the 
tower and has the appearance 
of the original. The purchas- 
er was Mrs. O.H.P. Belmont 
who then owned the adjoin- 
ing property and who ‘had 
previously built a million 
dollar castle nearby. The 
price paid to the government 
Was said to be $100,000 — 
quite a neat profit for Uncle 
Sam. 

The property was later sold 
to publisher William Ran- 
dolph Hearst. The castle, 
which was a famous land- 
mark to passengers of passing 
vessels, was recently torn 
down and the property was 
cut up into small parcels. But 
the old lighthouse, now more 
than 141 years old, still stands 
as a monument to its builder 
and as solid as when it was 
built.

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cA Firkin of Homemade °Butter 


NEA RLY a century ago, in 

the fall of 1852 to be 
exact, a firkin (small wooden 
cask or pail) capped with a 
lid on which were rudely cut 
the letters D. B., filled with 
many pounds of butter newly 
made at Hog Neck, Southold, 
was delivered to the Presby- 
terian parsonage on the main 
street of that village. 

Every year for forty years 
thereafter, the faithful firkin, 
freshly filled with butter, hand 
or dog churned on the farms 
of the neck now called Bay 
View and “‘worked” in large 
flat wooden bowls by ladles of 
the same material, made trips 
at Thanksgiving and repeat- 
edly during the winter to the 
abode of the pastor of this the 
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earliest of the State’s English 
churches. 

Sunday, July 27, 1844, Rev. 
George F. Wiswell, graduate 
of Delaware College and Union 
Theological Seminary, 
preached his first sermon on 
Eastern Long Island in that 
church. That day he experi- 
enced such competition as had 
none of his predecessors. Dur- 
ing his sermon an “iron horse” 
pawed and champed on the 
newly laid railroad tracks 
hardly more than a _ stone’s 
throw from the open windows 
of the church. Two days later 
that wood-burning locomotive 
called Postboy or Plowboy, 
drew the first train to Green- 


port less than five miles to the 
east. 

During his 
seven years in 
Presbyterian Manse, Rev. 
Wiswell organized the first 
Ladies Aid Society in the vil- 
lage. Their first task was to 
make warm underwear for the 
clerical students at his Semin- 
ary in New York. Further- 
more, he married one of these 
ladies, Emily Wickham, 
daughter of Deacon Ira Tuthill 
and widow of Alfred Wick- 
ham. 

On the stormy day of Sep- 
tember 27, 1850, shortly be- 
fore he departed from South- 
old, Rev. Wiswell also fostered 
and conducted a belated cele- 
bration of Southold’s bicen-

On a June day in 1851 a 
more recent graduate of Mr. 
Wiswell’s seminary alma ma- 
ter stepped from the railroad 
“cars” to a platform near the 
corner of “Bachelor” (now 
Youngs) Avenue and what is 
now called Traveler Street in 
Southold. There was no rail- 
road station there then due to 
the financial stringency of the 
infant Long Island Railroad 
Company which for only seven 
years had been shuttling be- 
tween Atantic Avenue. Brook- 
lyn and Greenport. Neither 
was there yet a newspaper at 
Southold. Two decades were 
to pass before the Traveler 
arrived from Cutchogue. 
Freight was stored in a build- 
ing owned by hotel and store 
keeper William H. Wells, then 
located a block from the tracks 
but now standing on Traveler 
Street opposite the station. 

The lanky theologian and 
Island historian-to-be Was 
Epher Whitaker born on a 
farm at Fairfield, N. J.. March 
27, 1820. In his youth he had 
served in a newspaper plant 
at Bridgeton near the southern 
tip of that State as printer’s 
“devil” and later as editor..His 
father had served in the War 
of 1812. One of his grand- 
fathers and one of his great- 
grandfathers had served in the 
Revolution. 

In June 1851, Epher Whit- 
aker at the age of 31 had com- 
pleted his ministerial course. 
The new pastor on Jan. 28, 
1852 took to wife and brought 
to the Presbyterian parsonage 
from Hanover, N. J., Hannah 
Maria Force, a descendant of 
a noble French family known 
as de la France, a few of whom 
fled to America following the 
Massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Day. 

One of the church elders 
who called the Union Semin- 
ary graduate of 1851 to the 
Southold pulpit was Daniel 
Beebe of Hog Neck. It was the 
good wife of Elder Beebe who 
packed the first layer of her 
best butter in an old family 
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“When Smithtown ‘Was * Plundered 


SOME years ago I told how, 
during the Revolution, 
Smithtown farmers had a 
place where they hid their 
cattle from prying British 
troops. They called it Yorke 
and when quizzed by the 
British they declared that 
their livestock had been taken 
to Yorke, the common name 
for New York. 

Recently a friend took me 
to see this place. We drove 
along the old Smithtown-Islip 
highway until, approaching 
Joshua’s Path, we left the car 
ind climbed a rough cart-road 
to the top of a small hill. 
From there to one side we 
looked down into one of those 
deep pot-holes left by the gla- 
ciers. Tall trees growing with- 
in barely reached the rim. 


Leading down into the depres- 
sion were several paths which 
some day I hope to follow. It 
must have been a perfect hid- 


ing place for livestock. 

Some of the losses sustained 
by various inhabitants of 
Smithtown during the Revolu- 
tion are recorded in an ac- 
count book of that day, be- 
longing now to Mrs. Vail 
Blydenburgh. With her kind 
permission I cenied several 
entries as well as the fore- 
word, viz.: 

“The following is an Account 
of ye Articles with which his 
Majesties Army has been sup- 
plied from time to time by the 
Inhabitants of Smithtown on 
Long Island, and for which 
they have received no reward 
at all. And however large the 
amount may seem I certainly 
know it falls greatly short of 
the real value with which his 
Majesties officers and Army 
has been supplied from time 
to time.”” The amount shown 
totalled 75,000 Ibs. 

The bills entered in this 
book had all been sworn to 
before a Justice, with one ex- 
ception. Following is a partial 
list of what was owed local

people: “I Horse, 25 Ibs.; 
spirits, 6s; 14 Meals Vituels, 
14s; 3 bushels Bran, 12s; Use 
of Wagon 42 Days, 6 lbs. 60s; 
Gal. Rum, 1s; Hay for 4 
Horses, 2s; 7 Meals and Hay, 
12s; 46 meals, 2 lbs. 6s; Vitu- 
elling 27 men and 13 Horses, 
2 lbs.; Oats for 100 Horses, 5 
lbs. 2s; Carting baggage for 
Major Upham 10 miles, 16s.” 

The renowned Col. Birch 


just meeting houses which 
they felt it no sin to despoil. 
There were of course many 
other items. A man and team 
might be taken for several 
days. General Tryon (he for 
whom Tryon Hall, Massape- 
qua, was named) took a 
double team and man. It must 
have been for some time as 
the charge was 12 lbs. Here 
is an account of the troubles 
of one man whose name I 
could not find:

as usual was after lumber and 
took 800 feet valued at 8 lbs. 
One man evidently had been 
unable to get his livestock to 
Yorke as they took a fat cow 
valued at 16 lbs. and 20 sheep 
at 30 lbs. 

“Nov. 1778, Boards taken 
out of :the Presbyterian 
Church, 6396 feet at 20 lbs. a 
1000, boards of best pine. By 
order of Col. Tarlton and 
Major Cockran. 

“This is a fact too well 
known to want any attesta- 
tion. Gilbert Smith. Justice.” 

As I have written before 
to the British no church build- 
ing was sacred except the 
Episcopal. All others were 


“Oct. 1, 2781, this . Day 
Lieut. Ellman sent a party of 
men for station in my barn. 
The men did bad, coming be- 
fore the Captain. Three sheep 
took out of my yard after I 
gave them into the Sargents 
care. Found torn skins the 
next morniny. Went to the 
Captain and informed him. 
Found about a quarter of 
mutton in one of the lakes. 
53 fowl gone, heads and 
feathers where they cooked, 
and track made from sheep 
skins to pot.” This man also 
complained that they gave 
their horse more of his hay 
than they could eat. 

But war is war and things 
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like the foregoing must hap- 
pen on both sides, in any war. 
I simply thought that this bit 
of Revolutionary history 
might be of interest in these 
atomic days.

firkin and started it on its 
way from farm to Manse. Thus 
is clear the significance of the 
initials D. B. on the firkin’s 
lid. 

Capped with a layer of salt 
on a piece of clean white cloth. 
the firkin was first delivered 
at the Manse on Thanksgiving 
Day, 1852 by a fair maiden of 
Hog Neck. She was Martha 
Virginia Horton, daughter of 
the Hon. Silas Horton who had 
been High Sheriff of Suffolk 
County in 1835 and a member 
of the Assembly at Albany in 
1844, the year Plowboy or 
Postboy began its perigrina- 
tions through the waste lands 
of the Island. 

Silas Horton and 
who before 


his wife 
marriage was 
Mary Landon lived on the 
homestead property at _Hog 
Neck, which had belonged to 
his father Col. Benjamin Hor- 
ton, a minuteman in the regi- 
mentof Capt. Jonathan Bailey. 
Col. Horton had inherited the 
farm from his father Capt. 
Barnabas Horton and the lat- 
ter from his father James 
Horton who was a grandson of 
the first Barnabas Horton, the 
settler oi 1640. 

It is worthy of note in pas- 
sing that Col. Benjamin Hor- 
ton, father of Silas, Salter and 
Ezra Horton, was a cousin of 
Rev. Azariah Horton, the mis- 
sionary to the Shinnecock In- 
dians and later pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at Bottle 
Neck (now Madison), N. J. 

The parsonage which had 
been the home of Rev. Wiswell 
for five years and was the 
home of his successor for over 
forty years during which long 
period the faithful firkin was 
also an almost constant resi- 
dent, had been. built in 1836 


by an uncle of Martha Vir- 
ginia. It is the older portion 
of the present Manse. 

Uncle Salter Storrs Horton 
was farmer, carpenter and al- 
so postmaster from about the 
time he built the parsonage 
until shortly before the rail- 
road displaced the stage coach. 
His residence at the west end 
of Southold village was the 
post office as well as the public 
library. It has recently been 
demolished. 
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His birthday was Nov. 12, 
1792 and he died May 15, 1846. 
He was married by Rev. Jona- 
than Huntting, a predecessor 
of Rev. Wiswell, Jan. 18, 1823, 
to Harriet Case, daughter of 
Moses and Lydia (Goldsmith) 
Case. She perished at the 
burning of the Golden Gate in 
the Pacific, July 27, 1862. 

Salter’s next younger 
brother Silas the sheriff and 
lawmaker was born Nov. 13,

The next lighthouse erected 
was on Execution Rock, estab- 
lished in 1850. Prior to 1850 
lights had been shown from 
these rocks, even in Colonial 
times, but until the lighthouse 
was built the lights shown 
were untrustworthy. Execu- 
tion Rock was so named be- 
cause American prisoners of 
war were executed there by 
the British during the Revo- 
lution. The rocks and shoals 
are quite extensive and New 
York State ceded to the 
United States an area of 100 
feet in diameter for a light- 
house. 

This lighthouse is a stone 
structure painted white with 
a broad brown band. about 
midway of its height and at- 
tached is a granite dwelling. 
The light is 55 feet high and 
is visible 13 miles. It is flash- 
ing white. A red sector is also 
maintained showing toward 
the southwest to cover the 
rocky shoal. 

The red sector is visible 
only from the southwest and 
its purpose is to warn vessels 
away from the shoals. As long 
as the red sector is not visible 
the vessel is safe but if the 
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Cold Spring Harbor Lighthouse 


red becomes visible the ship 
is in dangerous waters. The 
fog signal is a siren. A radio 


beacon is also maintained con- 


stantly. Three _ lighthouse 
keepers are required to oper- 
ate the light and radio beacon. 
The fog signal is put in oper- 
ation when visibility is les: 
than one mile. 

The Stepping Stones light-

house was erected in 1877. To 
mark a dangerous boulder 
reef extending eight-tenths of 
a mile northwesterly from 
Elm Point, Great Neck. This 
lighthouse is 46 feet high and 
was built on the end of the 
reef. It is a brown dwelling 
on a granite pier. A white 
band marks the _ southwest 
side of the pier. The light is 
a fixed (steady) green light 
visible 12 miles. The fog sig- 
nal is a bell which is sounded 
every 20 seconds during a 
fog. 

The fourth and remaining 
lighthouse in Nassau is the 
Cold Spring Harbor. Here 
New York ceded to the United 
States the land under water 
for sorme 200 feet on the east- 
erly end of the shoal, extend- 
ing into Cold Spring harbor 
from Center Island. 

This lighthouse is a white 
wooden tower on a stone pier 
and was erected in 1890. The 
light is 37 feet high and vis- 
ible 11 miles. It is steady 
fixed and white. A red sector 
is also used which shows only 
over the shoal extending from 
Center Island. The fog signal 
is a bell sounded every 30 sec- 
onds.

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City, was Samuel Akerly. 
he built in his yard at foot of 
Market Street, two vessels. He 
was the son of Benjamin Akerly of 
Cow Neck, and was in partnership 
with his brother Jacamiah in the 
shipbuilding business. According to 
family records “he refused to build 
a ship for the English to use 
against his Countrymen”’, and “is 
said to have built the Essex used 
in War of 1812”. According to U.S. 
Naval Records this is not true, as 
according to them, “Col. J. Hackett 
of Portsmouth was selected to pre- 
pare the model and superintend 
construction, and Mr. Enos Briggs, 
an experienced ship carpenter of 
Salem, appointed the master 
builder.” But it is possible that he 
worked on it, as this Briggs family 
is connected in many instances with 
the Akerly family. 

2. July 1802, Samuel Akerly, 
Mariner of Huntington, died leav- 
ing a son Nathaniel. 

3. Aug. 6, 1805 Capt. Platt 
Akerly married at lst Presby. Ch. 
Huntington, by Rev. Schenck, Olivia 
Baylis. He was a 
member of N. Y. 
and lived at Cow 

4. In 1813, the “Sally”, out of 
Cow Harbor, Capt. Akerly, Mstr. 
was captured in the Sound by the 
sritish Navy. On Feb. 23, 1813, 
Capt. Nathaniel Ackerly, died, ac- 
cording to records of Rev. Wm. 
Schenck, Ist Presby. Ch. Hunting- 
ton. Was this Cap. Nat’l. the Capt. 
of the “Sally” and did he die during 
the battle? 

5. Aug. 14, 1814 Frederick 
Akerly, age 19, of Smithtown, en- 
listed in Corps of Sea Fencibles, 
and served to Jan. 1, 1815. 

6. In Feb. 1819, Capt. Samuel 

Ackerly, owner of the Sloop “Re 
nown”, of Cow Harbor, died leav- 
ing a wife, Elizabeth Conklin, to 
whom he was married Apr. 25, 1805, 
Ist Presby Ch. Huntington, by Rev. 
Wm. Scherck. Capt. Samuel left 
minor sons, Alson (Alanson?) and 
Henry, and a brother, Jonas Akerly, 
who was “to raise my children”. His 
will, dated Aug. 9, 1818 was wit- 
nessed by Wm. Pleas, John Akerly 
and Silas Wood. 
7. On July 24, 1831, the Schooner, 
“Speculator”, sank off Coney Island 
Beach, and her Capt. Thomas Car- 
man and Mate James Akerly were 
drowned. 

8. May 7, 1867, 
Ackley, died at Galveston, 
leaving a widow Henrietta, 
daughters Carrie E. 
E. age 8,

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1794. They had a younger 
brother who was given the 
name Ezra L’Hommedieu Hor- 
ton in honor of the most well 
known personage of the time 
on Long Island — he who 
fathered the University of the 
State of New York and the 
system of local academies. 
Ezra Horton died young. 
Silas and his wife Mary 
were married Jan. 10, 1827 
also by Rev. Huntting. Mary 
was born a Horton, being the 
daughter of Elijah Horton. 
She was a niece of and became 
the foster child of Henry Lan- 
don. He during a quarter of a 
century was the town’s fore- 
most justice and for eleven 
years was a county judge. To 
Mary, Judge Landon _be- 
queathed a considerable part 
of his large estate. She died 
Jan. 19, 1872 at the age of 74. 


Three years after their 


daughter Martha Virginia de- 
livered in 1852 the first con- 
signment of Hog Neck butter 


to the Whitakers, she was 
united in marriage by Rev. 
Whitaker to Rev. Carson W. 
Adams. He hailed from Wil- 
mington, Del. For a time Rev. 
Carson was pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at 
Greenport, the daughter 
church of the Old First 
Church. He was born Nov. 29, 
1825, five years after the birth 
of Rev. Whitaker, and died 
Aug. 28, 1887. 

Shortly before the passing 
of Martha Virginia Adams’ 
husband, during a period of 
five months death came to four 
generations in the family of 
the lady who first delivered 
the firkin to the Whitakers. 
Silas the father died Oct. 7, 
1385 at the age of nearly 91. 
Martha Virginia herself died 
Dec. 10, 1885 at the age of 
53. A granddaughter of the 
former high sheriff, Josephine 
E. Horton, died Jan. 24, 1883 
at the age of 25 and Edna 
Thorn, a great granddaughter, 


died Aug. 25, 
of five. 

On the occasion of the 
fortieth annual Thanksgiving 
trip in 1891 of the firkin to the 
Southold Manse it was car- 
ried by Martha Virginia’s 
younger sister Mary Meheta- 
bel Horton. Martha Virginia 
had then been five years dead. 

Martha Mehetabel, like her 
elder sister, had also been 
married by their pastor, Rev. 
Whitaker who with his wife 
Hannah were the recipients 
during many years of the per- 
ennial generosity of their 
rural Hog Neck parishioners. 
The groom was George W. 
Dayton of Brooklyn. He was 
the son of Orrin and Meheta- 
bel Dayton of Southampton. 
The date was Nov. 7, 1866. 
George and Mary Dayton be- 
came the parents of Mary 
Landon Dayton, the present 
mistress of the house built by 
her grandfather Silas Horton 
on the ancestral estate of their 
progenitors. 

Dr. Whitaker, the beloved 
pastor of the old Southold 
church, and his wife ten years 
his junior, in 1902 celebrated 
their fifty golden marriage 
years at their so-called An-

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chorage at the corner of Main 
Street and Hortons Lane, 
Southold. Its older part was 
built in 1815 by Capt. Lazarus 
Jennings for his maiden sister 
Kate who once conducted a 
private school in her best room. 
It was acquired about 1892 by 
the Whitakers of Lawyer Ira 
H. Tuthill at the time of the 
pastor’s retirement. 

The Anchorage was the 
abode of the Whitakers for 
more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury while he continued as 
pastor emeritus. To aid in its 
purchase the people of the 
church contributed $900. 
There in 1902 Rev. and Mrs. 
Whitaker celebrated the six- 
tieth anniversary of their as- 
sociation with the church 
founded by Rev. John Youngs. 

The Hog Neck parishioners 
who filled and faithfully de- 
livered the butter firkin to the 
parsonage and others herein 
mentioned have long since 
been at rest in God’s Acre ad- 
joining the ancient church. 
Directly opposite the burying 
ground on one side of Hortons 
Lane is the Anchorage. On the 
other corner is the site of Bar- 
nabas Horton Castle where

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proach as could then be built. At 
the end of this they drove piling 
and laid a heavy plank platform 
reaching a depth of ten to twelve 
feet of water which was as much 
as could get across the bar in the 
middle of the Bay. 

From the first this dock did a 
thriving business. About 30 houses 
were built in James’s 
all the material came by water. A 
lot of firewood was shipped. The 
farmers for miles around made use 
of the dock in their buying and sel 
ling for this was ten years before 
the railroad. Even when the rail- 
road went through in 1844 it was 
cperated solely for the New York 
Boston business and it 
time before freight facilities were 
available to the Long Island people. 
Persons who are familiar with the 
Peconic Bay will realize that when 
water transportation was impor- 
tant this dock was potentially in 
portant to a large area, fo 
that could not dockage in 
Riverhead. 

But the dock had its troubles, 
and it is with these that my story 
is chiefly concerned. Before it was 
built there had been a _ beautiful 
crescent of white sandy beach all 
the way from Miamogue Point on 
the east to Simons’s Point on the 
southwest, broken only at one point 
by the mouth of West Creek. The 
building of the dock only about a 
hundred yards to the west o the 
base of Miamogue Point had inte 
fered with the normal tide current 
that had made and _ perpetuated 
that crescent beach. Sand Fegan to 
build up on both sides of the dock 
and particularly on the east sice.

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over three hundred years ago 
lived the settler of that name 
and wherein early courts were 
held. 

To the Whitakers at the 
parsonage came May 6, 1853 
their first child and only son 
William Force Whitaker. Un- 
like his father the son traveled 
far and served a larger field. 
“Willie” Whitaker attended 
the local brick school and then 
the Academy on Hortons Lane, 
founded through the efforts of 
his father. He subsequently 
graduated from the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1873 and 
from Union Theological Sem- 
inary in 1876. He was a born 
preacher, more richly endowed 
with pulpit gifts and pastoral 
abilities than his father. 

He served first as pastor at 
Bridgehampton, then at West 
Orange, N. J., then at Albany, 
N. Y., and finally at Elizabeth, 
N.J., all Presbyterian 
churches. While located at Al- 
bany he was honored in 1899 
with the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity by Union College at 
Schenectady. He relocated at 
Elizabeth that he might be 
nearer his parents who then 
were feeling the infirmities of 
age. 

In June, 


1951 


1855, four years 
after he located in Southold, 
Rev. Epher Whitaker had de- 
livered the commencement or- 
ation at Delaware College, the 


alma mater of Rev. Wiswell 
and himself. Twenty years 
later, June 1875, Rev. Whit- 
aker again was thus honored. 
That summer Rev. Wiswel}, 
then became Rev. Dr. Wisweil 
and also President of the col- 
lege from which they both had 
graduated, was the guest of 
his successor in the Southold 
parsonage. On this occasion 
he again preached in the edi- 
fice dating from 1803 where he 
had been pastor, and on a 
week-day evening had lectured 
there on Social Life in Europe 
and America. Two years later 
at the hand of President Wis- 
well, his fellow alumnus, Rev. 


Whitaker received the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from 
Delaware College. 

During the summer of 1916 
at dates less than a month and 
a half apart the child of the 
Manse, William Force Whita- 
ker, died in his 63rd year and 
then the pastor Emeritus in 
his 97th year probably the 
oldest Presbyterian clergyman 
at the time in the world. 

The younger divine died 
July 9, 1916 at Elizabeth and 
his father died Sept. 1, follow- 
ing. The retired on a 
Saturday night after prepar- 
ing his discourse for the mor- 
row and died during the night. 
On the night of his son’s death 
the father was seized with an 
illness which proved fatal. 
Neither the mother nor a sis- 
ter were able to attend the 
memoria! service held in the 
local church for the son and 
brother. The father died not 
even knowing that his son 
had preceded him to the fam- 
ily cemetery plot. 

Hannah Maria Whitaker, 
wife and mother also of a 
Doctor of Divinity, in whose 
parsonage pantry the butter 
firkin from Hog Neck with its 
lettered lid and sweet scented 
aroma performed its neigh- 
borly service for forty years, 
died two years after the pass- 
ing of her son and her hus- 
band, at the age of 88 years. 

The Whitaker family is 
physically extinct. Their 
bodies are conspicuously bur- 
ied behind the church one 
clergyman served and wherein 
the other was religiously nur- 
tured. They left an indelible 
imprint upon the community. 
A collection of historical ma- 
terial housed in the local 
library is a Memorial to Rev. 
Dr. Epher Whiitaker. 

Prominent in the church- 
yard of the equally ancient 
Presbyterian Church at Eliza- 
beth stands a granite memor- 
ial to William Force Whitaker 
the handsome bachelor cleric 
whom the people of that con- 
gregation and community 
loved, and whose bread the 
Hog Neck firkin had many 
times buttered.

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Tablets to the memory of 
both father and son are at- 
tached to the walls of the 
Southold church. That of Rev. 
Dr. Epher Whitaker is near 
the pew which the family oc- 
cupied for twenty-five years 
after he retired as pastor. 
That of Rev. Dr. William 
Force Whitaker may be seen 
as one opens the front en- 
trance door with its old 
fashioned latch. Both tablets 
were unveiled on the same day, 
a Sunday morning in July, 
1917.

A very cold spell came with the 
water low. It froze tight to the 
piles and the rocks alike. The tide 
came in and kept on freezing. There 
came east wind and piled up the 
tides and ice from Robins Island 
higher and higher. And the poor 
old dock came up with it, rocks, 
planks, piling and all, as if it 
weighed nothing. Some of it was 
carried away by the ice. Most of it 
fell back in a mass of ruin. It was 
never repaired. Transportation by 
water was no longer important to 
Jamesport. 

Years afterwards I found a big 
chunk of brown sandstone on the 
east side of Simmon’s Point. A 
hundred years from now some va- 
eationist will find that rock again 
and wonder how in the world Con- 
necticut River brownstone came to 
be in that place. 

The bathing beach at the foot of 
Main street, now in use at South 
Jamesport is located where, in my 
boyhood, there was deep water on 
the east side of the dock. A girl
